Editorial  Reports 

General  Series: 

Presented  by  Dr.  Morris  Zaslow 

Once  again  we  must  report  that  a  year  has  gone  by  without  a 
volume  in  the  General  Series  for  the  members  of  the  Society.  I  am 
thankful  to  announce,  however,  that  this  centennial  year  will  not 
likely  pass  without  a  volume  being  published.  The.  manuscript  of 


The  Diary  of  Simeon  Perkins,  1797-1803,  edited  by  Dr.  Bruce 
Fergusson,  was  received  and  has  recently  been  sent  forward  for 
publication.  The  printer,  Robert  MacLehose  and  Company,  has 
undertaken,  barring  any  unforeseen  difficulties,  to  mail  Volume  43 
to  members  before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year.  This  present  volume 
is  the  fourth  of  a  series.  Dr.  Fergusson  reports  that  eventually  a 
fifth  volume  will  conclude  the  publication  of  this  unique  and 
valuable  Nova  Scotian  diary  spanning  the  years  between  1766  and 
1812,  a  project  that  the  Society  launched  many  years  ago  with  a 
volume  edited  by  the  late  Professor  Harold  A.  Innis. 

The  completion  of  Dr.  Fergusson’s  manuscript  was  most  opportune 
because  of  the  unavoidable  delays  in  other  prospective  volumes 
expected  for  early  submission.  One,  the  manuscript  of  Mrs.  Irene 
Spry’s  The  Palliser  Report,  was  received  in  draft  during  the  year 
but  was  not  quite  ready  for  publication.  Two  others,  The  Journal  of 
Captain  John  Norton,  edited  by  Professor  Carl  F.  Klinck  and  Dr. 
J.  J.  Talman,  and  Gabriel  Franchdre’s  Narrative,  translated  by  Mrs. 
W.  Kaye  Lamb  and  edited  by  Dr.  Lamb,  are  nearing  completion. 
The  two-volume  Les  moeurs  des  sauvages  ameriquaines  of  J.  F. 
Lafitau,  S.J.,  edited  and  translated  by  Dr.  W.  N.  Fenton  and  Dr. 
Elizabeth  Moore,  continues  to  make  progress,  as  do  the  volume  of 
Confederation  documents  edited  by  Professor  Donald  G.  Creighton 
and  the  reports  of  William  Duncan  of  Metlakatla  to  the  Church 
Missionary  Society,  edited  by  myself.  A  volume  on  the  Laurier- 
Minto  correspondence  is  also  being  planned. 

With  such  an  array  of  prospective  volumes,  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  soon  be  possible  to  overcome  the  recent  hiatus  in  publications 
by  delivering  the  next  few  volumes  at  intervals  of  something  less 
than  a  year.  We  expect  to  be  able  to  submit  another  manuscript  to 
the  printer  in  the  autumn  while  the  current  volume  is  in  the  final 
stages  of  publication,  with  a  view  to  advancing  the  delivery  date 
in  1968. 


Since  presenting  this  report  the  editor  has  received  the  distress¬ 
ing  news  of  the  sudden  death,  on  April  25th,  1967,  of  the  Society’s 
good  friend  John  Easton,  Esquire,  while  at  his  work  at  Robert 
MacLehose  and  Company.  As  editor,  it  was  my  privilege  to  deal 
with  him  during  the  past  few  years.  I  desire  to  express  my  regrets, 
as  well  as  those  of  my  predecessor  as  editor,  Professor  J.  B. 
Conacher,  at  this  sad  loss,  and  to  add  our  sympathies  to  those  that 
the  Society,  through  the  President,  has  sent  to  the  bereaved  family.

Ontario  Series: 

Presented  by  Miss  Edith  Firth 

In  1966  the  eighth  volume  of  the  Champlain  Society’s  Ontario 
Series  was  published,  The  Town  of  York,  1815-1834.  You  will 
remember  that  originally  only  one  volume  on  Toronto  was  contem¬ 
plated,  but  it  was  found  that  two  were  really  necessary.  This 
volume  thus  completes  the  documentation  on  Toronto  in  the  Series. 

Late  in  1967  or  early  in  1968,  we  hope  to  publish  Professor  S.  R. 
Mealing’s  volume  on  the  Ottawa  Valley.  It  will  be  followed  by 
studies  on  the  Lakehead  by  Professor  Elizabeth  Arthur  of  Lakehead 
University,  Stormont  and  Glengarry  by  Dr.  George  Stanley  of  the 
Royal  Military  College,  Kingston,  and  Simcoe  County  by  Professor 
John  S.  Moir  of  Scarborough  College.  Besides  these  books  concern¬ 
ing  specific  areas  in  Ontario,  there  are  others  covering  more  general 
subjects— Professor  P.  G.  Cornell  of  the  University  of  Waterloo  on 
Ontario’s  part  in  the  First  Great  War,  Professor  F.  H.  Armstrong  of 
the  University  of  Western  Ontario  on  the  Rebellion  of  1837,  and 
Mr.  S.  F.  Wise  of  the  Directorate  of  History,  Canadian  Armed 
Forces  Headquarters,  on  the  debates  in  the  House  of  Assembly  of 
Upper  Canada. 

All  these  volumes  are  at  some  stage  of  development,  and,  although 
we  cannot  promise  strict  punctuality  in  our  publications  programme, 
we  can  at  least  guarantee  with  these  contributors  that  the  usual 
high  standards  of  the  Society  will  be  maintained  in  the  future 
volumes  of  the  Ontario  Series. 

The  adoption  of  this  report  was  moved  by  Miss  Firth,  seconded 
bv  Rear-Admiral  Pullen  and  carried. 

With  reference  to  the  question  of  reprinting  the  volumes  in  the 
Hudson’s  Bay  Company  Series,  Mr.  Gray  reported  that  in  finalizing 
the  arrangements  with  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Record  Society  they  had 
agreed  that  the  Champlain  Society  should  receive  50  per  cent,  of 
the  royalties  and  its  members  should  have  the  same  advantage  in 
purchase  rates  as  the  members  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Record  Society, 
namely,  a  25  per  cent,  discount.

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Osier,  seconded  by  Colonel  Stacey  and 
carried  that  Mr.  J.  Ramsey  Fraser  be  appointed  Auditor  for  the

Membership  Report: 

The  following  report  was  presented  by  the  Honorary  Secretary, 
Mr.  Osier,  who  moved  its  adoption,  seconded  by  Mr.  Armour,  and 
carried. 


At  the  time  of  the  1966  Annual  Meeting  there  were  696  members 
with  14  memberships  under  correspondence  which  were  sub¬ 
sequently  confirmed,  bringing  the  total  to  710  members. 

On  the  recommendation  of  Council  the  authorized  membership 
was  increased  by  15  to  a  total  of  725.  During  1966  4  additional 
vacancies  occurred  making  in  all  19  places  available  to  new  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  course  of  the  year;  these  have  been  offered  to  those 
applying  for  membership,  comprising  8  libraries  and  11  individual 
applicants  of  which  12  have  now  been  settled. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  718  members,  with  7  new  member¬ 
ships  to  be  confirmed  pending  the  result  of  correspondence,  and 
7  names  on  the  waiting  list. 

The  Honorary  Secretary  reported  further  that  Council  had  exer¬ 
cised  its  discretion  to  set  membership  at  775  for  the  time  being. 

The  meeting  respectfully  declined  to  accept  Dr.  W.  Stewart 
Wallace’s  resignation  as  Honorary  President  of  the  Society,  as  ten¬ 
dered  by  letter  read  to  the  meeting  and  requested  that  he  reconsider 
his  decision  in  this  respect. 

Election  of  Council: 

The  President  reported  with  regret  the  death  of  Dr.  D.  C.  Harvey, 
one  of  the  Society’s  Honorary  Vice-Presidents,  and  expressed  the 
Society’s  appreciation  of  the  service  he  had  performed  on  its  behalf. 

Five  vacancies  on  the  Council  were  reported  due  to  the  expiration 
of  office  of  Dr.  Hilda  Neatby,  Dr.  G.  W.  Spragge,  Mr.  T.  W.  Tweed, 
Mr.  H.  C.  Walker  and  Dr.  J.  T.  Wilson.  It  was  moved  by  Colonel 
Stacey  seconded  by  Mr.  Tweed  and  carried,  that  the  following  be 
elected  to  Council  for  a  three-year  term  to  fill  these  vacancies:  Dr. 
Roger  Graham,  Dr.  D.  G.  G.  Kerr,  Dr.  D.  C.  Masters,  Dr.  Marcel 
Trudel,  Dr.  John  Warkentin. 

On  motion  duly  seconded  and  carried  the  other  members  of 
Council  were  re-elected. 

Mr.  Osier  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Library  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  for  the  Society’s  use  of  their  premises  for  over  fifty  years. 
This  was  seconded  by  Professor  Conacher  and  unanimously  carried. 
Mr.  Blackburn  expressed  the  Library’s  regret  that  they  were  no 
longer  in  a  position  to  accommodate  the  Society. 

In  moving  adjournment  of  the  meeting  Mr.  Gray  expressed  the 
Society’s  appreciation  of  the  work  of  its  editors. 

At  a  meeting  held  immediately  after  the  Annual  Meeting  the 
Council  elected  officers  for  the  year  1967.

Editorial  Reports 

General  Series: 

Presented  by  Dr.  Morris  Zaslow 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  members  have  received  their 
copies  of  Volume  XLIII  of  the  General  Series,  The  Diary  of  Simeon 
Perkins,  1797-1803,  edited  by  Dr.  C.  Bruce  Fergusson.  It  was  antici¬ 
pated  that  this  book  would  arrive  before  the  end  of  1967,  but  last- 
minute  delays  at  the  gilding  stage  contributed  to  its  not  being 
delivered  until  early  in  1968. 

The  next  volume,  The  Papers  of  the  Palliser  Expedition,  edited 
by  Mrs.  Irene  M.  Spry,  is  now  being  set  in  type,  and  the  last 
portions  are  ready  to  be  sent  to  the  printer  shortly,  with  the  likely 
arrival  of  the  finished  book  early  in  1969.  Beyond  question  this  is 
the  most  ambitious  single  volume  the  Society  has  ever  undertaken, 
amounting  to  800  pages  of  small  type,  or  approximately  100  pages 
longer  than  The  Canadian  Journal  of  Lady  Aberdeen  (Volume 
XXXVIII)  or  Alexander  Begg’s  Red  River  Journal  (Volume 
XXXIV),  the  previous  records  in  this  respect.  In  addition,  the  book 
will  include  a  full-scale  reproduction  of  the  great  map  produced 
by  the  expedition,  approximately  50  inches  by  13  inches,  the  earliest 
accurate  detailed  chart  of  the  prairie  region  and  Rocky  Mountain 
passes  and  an  important  historical  source  material  in  its  own  right. 
The  volume  will  contain  the  major  portion  of  the  final  report  of  the 
Palliser  expedition,  a  British  parliamentary  paper,  of  1863,  generous 
portions  of  two  earlier  parliamentary  papers  dealing  with  the  expedi¬ 
tion,  as  well  as  other  publications  and  letters  of  the  expedition,  so 
that  the  volume  will  be  the  definitive  work  on  a  pioneer  official 
scientific  exploration  of  the  land  that  was  to  become  Western 
Canada.  It  is  safe  to  say  this  book,  containing  the  first  published 
account  of  hundreds  of  communities  before  the  advent  of  white 
settlement,  will  meet  with  widespread  interest  and  acclaim. 

Two  other  manuscripts  are  in  the  final  stages  of  preparation,  and 
one— or  both— should  arrive  from  then  editors  some  time  during 
the  coming  summer  or  autumn,  making  it  possible  that  a  second 
volume  can  be  published  towards  the  end  of  1969.  These  are  the 
journal  of  Captain  John  Norton,  edited  by  Professor  Carl  F.  Klinck 


and  Dr.  J.  J.  Talman  of  the  University  of  Western  Ontario,  the 
Gabriel  Franchere’s  narrative,  edited  by  Dr.  W.  Kaye  Lamb,  the 
Dominion  Archivist  and  our  past  president,  in  the  original  French, 
with  a  translation  by  Mrs.  Lamb.  Several  more  manuscripts  are  also 
in  preparation. 

The  Papers  of  the  Palliser  Expedition  will  exceed  the  annual 
income  of  the  Society  available  for  publication  and  go  far  to  wipe 
out  the  small  reserve  accumulated  over  the  past  years.  The  high 
cost  of  this  volume,  coupled  with  the  ever-increasing  costs  of 
printing,  underscores  the  need  of  somehow  augmenting  the  revenue 
of  the  Society  to  maintain  our  present  publishing  standards.  Alter¬ 
natives  include  a  rise  in  fees,  a  subsidy  of  some  kind,  a  sizeable 
increase  in  the  regular  membership,  or  a  policy  of  making  the  results 
of  our  work  available  to  a  wider  readership  than  at  present.

S.  F.  Wise  of  the  Directorate  of  History,  Canadian  Forces  Head¬ 
quarters,  on  the  debates  in  the  Upper  Canadian  House  of  Assembly. 

All  these  volumes  are  at  some  stage  of  development.  Although 
we  cannot  promise  strict  punctuality  in  our  publications  programme, 
with  these  editors  we  can  guarantee  that  the  high  standards  of  the 
Society  will  be  maintained  in  the  future  volumes  of  the  Ontario 
Series. 


The  adoption  of  this  report  was  moved  by  Miss  Firth,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Norman  Clarke,  and  carried. 

The  president  reviewed  the  position  arising  from  the  unauthorized 
announcement  by  Greenwood  Press  Inc.  of  New  York  of  a  reprint 
of  the  Society’s  books.  He  reminded  the  meeting  that  Kraus  Reprint 
(who  have  a  contract  to  reprint  the  books  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay 
Record  Society)  had  previously  applied  for  permission  to  reprint 
the  Champlain  Society’s  books.  At  that  time  permission  was  not 
granted  and  subsequently  a  similar  refusal  was  twice  given  to 
applications  from  Greenwood  Press. 

In  view  of  Greenwood’s  announcement,  Kraus  Reprint  (now 
acquired  by  Lord  Thomson  and  thus  a  Division  of  the  Kraus- 
Thompson  Organization)  has  again  applied  for  permission  to  make 
an  authorized  reprint,  and  would  pay  the  Society  a  royalty  on  all 
volumes  sold. 

It  is  not  clear  how  far  Greenwood  Press  Inc.  has  gone  toward 
actual  republication  of  the  Society’s  volumes,  but  they  have  been 
warned  by  our  solicitors  in  New  York  that  this  action  would  not  be 
tolerated.  Greenwood  appears  to  have  acted  thus  far  under  the 
impression  that  our  copyrights  are  not  valid  in  the  United  States. 
But  its  announcement,  making  use  of  the  Society’s  seal  and  in  other 
ways  seeking  to  give  the  impression  that  this  is  an  approved  issue 
exposes  it  to  other  charges  as  well.  Since  Greenwood’s  announce¬ 
ment,  word  has  been  received  that  it  would  be  purchased  by 
Williamshouse-Regency,  of  which  it  becomes  a  subsidiary. 

This  report  also  referred  to  the  possibility  of  this  reprint  pro¬ 
gramme  being  undertaken  by  a  Canadian  publisher,  subject  to 
mutually  satisfactory  arrangements. 

Moved  by  The  Honourable  Leslie  Frost,  seconded  by  Mr.  Osier 
that  Mr.  Gray  have  full  authority  to  negotiate  the  best  possible 
arrangement  in  the  interests  of  the  Society.  Carried. 

The  President  announced  with  pleasure  that  Centennial  Medals 
were  awarded  to  Dr.  W.  Stewart  Wallace,  Miss  Julia  Jarvis,  Dr. 
Morris  Zaslow,  Dr.  J.  B.  Conacher,  and  Miss  Edith  Firth,  as  nomi¬ 
nees  of  the  Champlain  Society.

You  will,  no  doubt,  remember  that  last  year  the  authorized  mem¬ 
bership  was  increased  to  membership  number  775. 

During  1967,  ten  vacancies  occurred:  three  deaths,  one  resigna¬ 
tion,  six  cancellations  due  to  unpaid  fees. 

As  at  the  present  time,  there  are  753  memberships.  Two  vacancies 
have  just  occurred,  one  resignation  due  to  ill  health  and  one  death, 
with  six  new  memberships  to  be  confirmed  pending  the  result  of 
correspondence  and  six  interested  enquiries  on  file.
